THE NEED OF GOOD LIGHTING 


BnW. lL. Kennon, Ph, D., Prof. of Physics’ and 
Astronomy.) 


‘The question is often asked, 
‘Does electric lighting pay?’’ 
Whether or not, electri¢ lighting 
proves a profitable investment 
depends on the manner in which 
this light is employed. It is cer- 
tainly true that the public wastes 
many millions of dollars annually 
by ignoring some of the simplest 
principles of efficient illumina- 
tion. Given an adequate candle 
power we may have either bad 
illumination or good illumination. 

Bad illumination may result 
|from placing an adequate light 
in the wrong place. It may be 
located podrly for illuminating 


the area it is intended to illumi-| 


nate, or it may be located so as 
to interfere with the eye viewing 
| comfortably the illuminated area. 
Lights should not be placed so as| 
to shine directly into the eyes. 
Both of these undesirable results 
may be accomplished by the 
practice of placing a bright un- 


shaded light in a room with dark | - 


walls. Dark wall paper and] 
dark wood finish require’ four 
times the candle power required 
for light walls, and then the 
problem of illuminating is only 
partly solved.
